We note that a Government 
telephone official was in Gleichen 
on Tuesday taking applications 
from the farmers in that district 
for rural phone lines. We hav’- 
nt seen him in’ Strathmore 
yet, though many of the farmers 
in this district are anxious to 
have the phones installed, and 
have sent petitions into Edmon- 
ton in the past 


Since writing the above we 
have been informed by Mr W. 
L. Tibbett that he and 17 other 
farmers living within a ten mile 
radius of Strathmore were asked 
to connect up with the Gleichen 
exchange, but this they refused 
to do, and said they wanted to 
be connected up to Strathmore or 
not at all. This should be 
brought up at Monday's meeting 
of the Board of Trade, The 
town where the farmers’ phone 
exchange is, is the one where he 
is going to do his business, and 
Strathmore does not want to lose 
business in that way

Strathmore does not seem to 
have the consideration paid to it 
by the Provincial Government to 
which it is due, as one of the fore- 
most and best settled districts in 
the province. This applies to 
other matters as well as tele- 
phones—roads, bridges, schools, 
etc. Secretaries of school dis- 
tricts report that the Department 
seems to want to give them as 
much trouble as possible in gett- 
ing their affairs in shape. The 
Strathmore School District wrote 
some time ago regarding the 
matter of Consolidated Schools, 
and received an answer which 
was anything but sympathetic

the destruction of sheol, hades, the 
@rave, the state of death. He consid 
ered a number of texts voicing his 


theme. He said:— 

Death is spoken of throughout the 
Bible as an enemy. Merely hymn. 
book theology presents it as a friend 
an angel seut of God. Death is intro 
duced to our attention in the Bible 
as the penalty for sin, with the dis 
tinct understand.ng that had Adam 
Dot transgressed the Divine com 
mands he need not have dicd, nor 
ever have been cast out of his Eden 
home. St. Paul emphasizes the fact | 
that death is the penalty of sin and 
that the resurrect.on of tae dead will | 
come to mankind as the result of the 
redemptive work of ( irist. He says 
“Since by man comes death, by man | 
also comes the resurrection of the 
dead. For as all in adam die, even | 
so all in Curist siall be made alive; 


but every man in his own order,’ 
band or cohort (I. Cvriathians xv 
21-23). 


As Genesis introduces death as a 
penalty for sin, Revelation conclude: 
the great drama by peristing out 
Christ’s victory and the destruction 
of sin and death, the release of all 
the members of Adam's family from 
his sentence and eventually the bring 
ing of all the willing back to f-llow 
ship with God and to eterna! life. Be 
tween these two extremes of Divine 
Revelation are the assurances of the 
Prophets and the words of Jesus and 


His Apostles explaining the pre 
ceases of redem;tion and reconcil'a 
tion. St. Poul ev omorizes thear w't 


the statement, “Py one man’s [dis 
ovedierce; sia entersd into tae werld 
and deat) as the result ef sin, and 
thus death passed upon all men, be- 
eause all are sinners. * ® © As by one 
man’s disobedience [the] many were 
made sinners, so by the obedience of 
one shal! [the] many be made right- 
eous” (Romans v, 12-19). 

In the poetic language of Scrinture 
death is symbolically represented as 
@ great monster which has been swal- 
lowing up the human {:mily, never 
Satisfied. Millions on millions have 
already been devoured. Mankind i: 
vain has looked for a Deliverer—for 
one able to vanquish death and to de 
liver the prisoners from the great 
prison-house of sheol, hades, the 
grave. This mouster was granted per 
m.ssion to devour tie race by Hin 
Who created us, because we were un- 
worthy of eterna] life. Desth, there- 
fore, is backed by the mandate of thy 
Almighty, and he cannot overthrow 
His own decision. 

The Divine pro, sition is t:at who 
ever would meet the requirements of 
Justice agiins* Adam and his race 
might purchase or ransom them, and 
have full right to deliver them from 
the prison-house, the tomb. For four 
tiousand years there were promises 
looking forward to this great Mes 
sianic Deliverer, but only promises- 
notiing was accomplished.

portunity, and only those can be said 
to forget God who have once known 
Him—who have been brought to a 
knowledge of the Truth and turned 
from it.

FIRST LOCOMOTIVE IN WEST IS 
NOW N PARK. 


The “Countess of Dufferin” as the 
Ased Machine Is called Was Res- 
cued .t Golden, B.C.—Came With 
its Train of Six Flat Cars In 1876 
—Those Were Days of Lawlessness| 
and Railroading Was Exciting. 

Hark, ‘Tis but beginning, 

Like the tread of an army's van, 

Before the thundering, marching

The first locomotive to cross the 
Red River has been viewed with in-— 
terest by thousands since it was plac- 
¢~ in the William Whyte Park oppo- 
site the C.P.R. station in Winnipeg, 
and every year that passes will add 
to the interest with which that his- 
toric engine will be viewed by visi- 
tors to the west. It stands there a 
relic of the openirg of the west to 
the railway era, says H. Gerald Wade 
in The Globe. | 
. _R. M. West, writing in The Railroad 
Magazine of the “trail of the First, 
Western Tracks,"’ states that when 
the first rails were laid across the 
vast territory west of the Mississippi 
River little towns s:rang up from 
place to place during the uigat. The 
pioneers who trudged in the path of | 
the iron rail hoped that each rugged 
settiement might grow to a thriving 
metropolis, but so soon as a “new 
city” was established it was gener. | 
ally beset by a horde of outlaws— 
lawless desperadves who cared no) 
more for human life than for pro- 
perty—whose sole pastime was ‘‘tak- 
ing a town,” 

e days of the building of the rail- 
roads across the plains were the days 
of trouble and sudden death. But at 
no other time did the professional 
killer hold such undisputed sway as 
in the few years of the laying of the 
rails. 

Men were shot down for the slight. | 
est reason, and sometimes for no rea- 
son at all. The old saying, “A word 
and a blow,” was changed to “An 
oath and a shot.”” There seemed to 
be no law, either civil or military, 
which would reach those bloodtairsty, 
ruthless desperadves, and we have 
only to compare Mr. West's state- 
ments with those of our railroad 
builders of 1876 to note the difference 
in the administration of the law in 
our country in those days and that 
of our neighbors across the border; 
and one of our railroad pioneers, who, 
perhaps, cannot tell such blood-curd!- 
ing yarns as Mr. West does, still has 
many interesting stories of the time 
when the “first iron ploneer’’ crossed 
the Red River into Winnipeg, and 
that person is no other than Sir Don- 
ald Mann, who was one of the men 
who worked on the job of laying the 
rails that brought the locomotive 
across ths river on the ice into Win- 
nipeg. 

t is interesting to note how the 
“Countess of Dufferin’ came to be 
placed in Winnipeg. 

The old pioneer engine has had 
many years of varied service since it 

ff by the C.P.R. to the Colum- 
bia River Lumber Co., by whom it 
was allowed to lay at the siding at 
Golden, B.C., its labors ended, its 
course run, and its history forgotten. 

When the question of securing the 
old engine for Winnipeg was taken 
up with Mr. Whyte of the C.P.R., he! 
in Mont- 
real in order that the identity of the 
old locomotive at Golden might be 
established beyond doubt. This was 
established to the satisfaction of all 
eMcerned. Then promoters of the | 
scheme took up the matter with Sir 
William Mackenzie, who, upon hear- 
ing the history of the locomotive, ex- 
pressed the desire, as president of 
the Columbia River Lumber Co., to 
present it to the city of Winnipeg. 

The first C.P.R. locomotive and 
train of six flat cars were brought 
from Moorland, Minnesota, by the 
steamer Selkirk, and unloaded in 
June, 1876, on the east bank of the 
Red River not far from the site of the 
present C.P.R. bridge. During the 
succeeding winter rails were aid! 
across the river on the ice, and the 
locomotive came over to Winnipeg. 

The whole development of western 
Canada dates from the day that first | 
engine crossed the Red River. Its 
whistle on that occasion sounded 
the knell of the old era and announc- 
ed the new.

Fortunately we live in a world where 
the temperature seldom exceeds the 
limits of, say, 50 degrees below zero 
Fahrenbeit and 110 above. This 
seems a tremendous range of tempera- 
ture, but it is only trivial compared 
with that found on every side in na- 
ture or in the laboratory. Why, this 
160 degrees is less than the range 
through which a dish of cold water ts 
heated when you place it on the stove 
to boil. 

A moment's thought of some of these 
higher and lower temperatures is well 
Liquid air at 312 de 
grees below zero is cold, but liquid | 
bydrogen at 421 Is still colder, while 
liquid helium at 451 below zero Is the 
coldest thing we know of. Going the 
other way, lead melts at 620 degrees 
above zero Fahrenheit, while gold 
remains solid up to a bright red heat, 
or 1446 degrees. A good furnace fire | 
may get several hundred degrees hot- 
ter than this. Platinum, one of the 
most refractory of metals, melts only 
when Intensely white bot at a tem- 
perature of 3.230, but even this Is 100 
degrees or so less than the tempera 
ture of the flame on your gas stove. 

The hotter a body ts the more light 
it gives, so the tungsten lamp filament. 
which runs at about 4,500 degrees. 
vives a brighter and whiter light than 
the carbon filament at 3,500. The elec 
trie are gives still more light for a 
given amount of current consumed 
and generates a temperature not far 
from 7,200 degrees Fabrenhelt. This Is 
the highest temperature we can pro- 
duce artificially. No metal known can 
stand this terrible heat, and even most 
refractory substances, such as carbon, 
are volatilized by It. 

But, while the arc ts indeed hot, ft Is 
by no means the highest temperature 
to be found {np nature. There are the 
best of reasons for believing that the 
temperature of the sun fs some 12.900 
degrees or more, and {ft Is probuble | 
that some of the stars are still hotter 
This great heat explains the almost | 
unbelievable fact, found by Langley. 
that sunlight ts 5,000 times brighter 
than the dazzling stream of molten 
metal from a Bessemer converter.—

| Within the past week or so a 
number of people in this district 
who have had any acquaintance with 
the growing of sugar beets, in the 
past to be ideal for the purpose. 
He immediately set to work to find 
out if the farmers of the district 
would be willing to take up the 
cultlvation of the beets on an exten- 
sive scale, and after a canvass 
extending over several months got 
over 6000 acres signed by farmers 
as being willing to take up the 
growing of the beets, After this he 
set to work to get the capital, and 
succeeded. 

_ As a result of his efforts 
company known as_ the Atberts 
Sugar Beet Company, incorporated 
under the laws of Alberta, with | 
a capital of $1,500,000 is now 
organized, and a form of contract 
between the beet grower and the 
company is now drawn up. Dr 
Weidman is now engaged travelling 
the district and getting the csntract 
signed up, and so far has met with 
success. 

During the past week, however, 
anumber of objections have been 
raised to the contract. These 
objections seemed to have emanated 
from High River and Claresholm, 
but have been transferred here by a 
deputation from the former place, 
who was in town last Saturday.

Long Promised Scheme of State In-| Western coast of Mexico. 
surance—A small Weekly Assess. | 


‘ment Protects the Working Class 
—Scheme Meets With Hearty Ap- 
proval from Both Parties 


London.—The long promised scheme 
of state insurance against unemploy- 
ment, sickness and invalidity, intro- 
duced, in the House of Commons re- 
cently by David Lloyd-George, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, was received 
with an extraordinary chorus of ap- 
probation by all parties in parliament 
which must have die astonished 
that much excited member. It will 
be difficult to avoid the conclusion 
that the praise bestowed by his po- 
litical opponents conceals a side 
thrust at his old age pensions meas- 
ure, which has always been severely 
criticized by the Unionists, because it 
was not contributory. 

The chancellor divided his proposi- 
tion in two parts, one dealing with 
sickness and the other with unem- 
ployment. By the provisions of the 
Measure, every worker whose annual 
earning falls below the income tax 
level of £160 sterling, will compulsor- 
ily insure against illness so as to in- 


sure hig the receipt of five shillings 
1.20) .t, week during his incapacity. 
‘owarR eis, this worker would con- 


tribute about one half, the same be- 
ing deducted from his wages, while 
the balance would be paid jointly by 
his employers and the state. 

The weekly assessment against the 
insured would be eight cents in the 
case of a man, and six cents for a 
woman representing as the chance.lor 
put it, two pints of ale or one ounce 
of tobacco. 

Every one in the clause mentioned 
between the ages of sixteen and sixty- 
five is included in the plan. The em- 
eg would pay six cents weekly 
lor_every employee and the govern- 
ment contribute four cents for each 
of the insured. 

Mr. Lloyd-George estimated that his 
plan would affect 14,700,000 men and 
women. Provision is made whereby 
women will receive thirty shillings 
in maternity cases on condition that 
they do not work for a month follow- 
ing child birth and for free medical 
attendance for every contributor. 

The state would also help in the 
crusade against comsumption, provid- 
ing $7,500,00 to aid local authorities 
in building sanatoriums and $5,000,000 
toward thir maintenance, Although 
in cases of permanent disability, the 
sick allowance would be five shillings 
weekly, ten shillings would be allow- 
ed for the first three months in the 
case of men and seven shillings and 
sixpence in the case of women, Those 
who can be shown to have invited 
incapacity, would receive no insur- 
ance, though any necessary medica! 
treatment would be provided. 

Mr. Lloyd-George estimated that the 
= ea age will be $35,000 in 1912-13, 
rising to $100,000 in 1915-16. Dealing 
with unemployment insurance, the 
chancellor said that it would at first 
apply only to the engineering, ship- 
building and house building trades 
involving 2,500,000 workers. Both the 
workers and the employers would pay 
five cents weekly each, the state con- 
tribating $3,750,000 a year or about 
one-fourth of the total cost. The con- 
tributioners when unemployed will re- 
ceive a maximum of 15 shillings and 
a minimum of seven shillings week- 
ly. No payments would be made in 
strikes or lockouts, The chancellor 
was doubly cheered when he conelud- 

his speech. J. Austin Chamberlain 
supported the bill, saying the opposi- 
tion desired to co-operate in the legis- 
lation. 
Two Million Granted for H. B. Road 

Ottawa, Ont.—Mr. Fielding in the 
o ons recently tabled a heavy 
hatch of supplementary estimates for 
the current year totalling slightly 
over seventeen million dollars. They 
include a sum of two million dollars 
with which to proceed with the con- 
struction of the Hudson Bay railway. 

The estimates so far tabled for the 
current year total over $156,000,000, o1 
’n increase of over twenty-three mil- 
lions as compared with the estimates 
of the last year. Some of the gen- 
eral votes are further amounts requir- 
ed for the census and statistics, $200,- 
000, seed grain relief advances, $60, 
000; to provide for services of steno-

The object of this clause is to en- 
courage the farmers to get as high 
a sugar content as possible, and to 
see that his beets do not bleed after 
being taken from the ground. Cases 
have been known in other countries 
where farmers irrigated their beets 
late in the fall for the purpose of 
getting a big tonnage, which also 
has the effect of giving a low sugar 
content. It gives the company as 
much labor to handle a ton ot beets 
with a low as with a high sugar 
content, consequently there is no 
profit in handling the former 

The company is entitled to have 
some safefiuard that the beets are 
at least average quality and under 
ordinary conditions and careful far- 
ming there is no risk that the beet 
will drop down anywhere near the 
dangermark of 13 per cent, which 
will undoubtedly be the 
number in this case.

shipped to the factory, it is obvious- 
ly necessary that the factory be kept 
continuously supplied with beets, 
and Dr. Weidman pointed out that 
as the company would be equipped 
with the most modern machinery, 
it would be obviously impossible 
for the tarmers to haul beets faster 

than the factory could take them. 

The factory would be in a position 

to manufacture the finished sugar 

from the raw beet within a space of 

32 hours. The trouble if it does 

arise, is more likely that the farmer 

will be unable to ship his beets in 

fast enough to keep the factory in 

full blast. 

The sixth objection is not regard- 
ed as a very serious one. The offi- 
cers of the company are at present 
only provisional ones, and they are 
the officers of the western agencies 
and Development Coy., which 
should be a good guarantee of their 
reliability, as they are composed of 
men in the highest positions in se 
west.
